It is perfectly reasonable that labor Should wish to 
Set the largest possible reward, In money and other 
■benefits, for its work. But extreme demands, if 
.granted, could be so damaging to business that there 
-would be fewer and fewer jobs', fewer and fewer pay 
envelopes — and hard times- within labor's ranks. 

An outstanding example is found In the current 
•demands being made on the nations' railroads by non- 
operating unions. Tcpresenting about 1 1,000,000 rail 
workers not engaged in the actual operation of trains. 
These demands go far beyond disputes as to wages, 
and include free life insurance equal to, a year's pay; 
tfree hospital, medical and surgical care for themselves 
and -all dependents; tree transportation for all em- 
t-ploffctf-'and all. their* dependents on all trains on all 
^xaii&dsrmore'e^^'.Vhcations and (holidays; triple 
'■'payfor work ott' hottdaysV-etc. ' 

If these union's* demands were granted to all rail- 
road employes — and certainly if one group got them 
the rest would naturally expect them, too — railroad 
operating costs would go up by $1,000,000,000 a year, 
which is almost double the net income the industry 
now expects to earn in 1954.

"Begin preparing your income tax 
return when you get your Form W-2 
from your employer." That is the 
advice of Ernest J, Snubor, District 
Director of Internal Revenue. 

Any taxpayer who worked for 
more than one employer during 
1053, must receive o Form ..W-2 from 
each employer who withheld Fed- 
eral' income tax from his /wages or 
who. would have withheld tax 'if 
the employee had claimed only one 
withholding exemption. All -W-2 
lorms must be attached to one's in- 
come tax return, which must be 
mailed to the District Director of 
Internal Revenue by midnight' of 
March 15, 

' "Salaried persona cannot file their 
income tax. returns until they re- 
ceive all their W-2 , forms/' Mr, 
Sauber said, "but when they are in 
the taxpayer's hands, the taxpayer 
should prepare his return and mall 
it In well before March '15. . .
